large parts of Syria and Iraq” 
(see: http://www.gatestonein- 
stitute.org/4354/isis-jordan). 

Jordan, Syria, Iraq, 
the Sinai, Gaza and Lebanon; 
the two lists, the invaders of 
Psalm 83 and the area ISIS is 
planning to control are identi¬ 
cal. What we are witnessing 
surrounding Israel in today’s 
news is equivalent to Sue not 
eating her dessert; it is the 
preparations needed for the 
day Biblical prophecy comes 
true. 

To explain the battle of Psalm 
83 some background is need¬ 
ed. Most people, when they 
hear of saber rattling in the 
Middle East, think of Arma¬ 
geddon, but there are two bat¬ 
tles that will take place before 
Armageddon that are proph¬ 
esied in the Scriptures. Both 
battles before Armageddon 
are invasions of Israel. The 
first of these two invasions is 
the battle of Psalm 83.

seen elsewhere in Scripture. 
The book of Amos also tells 
us most of the invaders will 
be destroyed by fire, Damas¬ 
cus Syria (Amos 1:3-5), Gaza 
(Amos 1:6-8),

Tyre Lebanon (Amos 1:9- 
10), Bozrah, which was the 
capital of Edom in Bibli¬ 
cal times and was located in 
modern day Jordan (Amos 
1:11-12), Rabbah, a city in 
northern Jordan (Amos LU¬ 
IS) and Moab, or central Jor¬ 
dan (Amos 2:1-3). The only 
ones not described as being 
destroyed by fire is Gaza and 
the Sinai. Gaza, is technical¬ 
ly part of Israel and the Sinai 
already is a desolate waste¬ 
land. 

However, there is one other 
place destroyed by fire in 
Amos, it is “the palaces of 
Jerusalem” (Amos 2:5). 

With all this information, 
here is my educated guess of 
the details of the battle. The 
invasion of Israel comes from 
all her bordering neighbors. 
Israel takes a good hit. The 
palaces of Jerusalem would 
seem to be a reference to her 
governmental buildings. The 
government of Israel could 
be wiped out. With this be¬ 
ing the case, a general on the 
battlefield could decide to 
use the “Sampson Option,” 
which is basically the belief 
that if it appears that all is 
lost, destroy your enemies 
with you, thus giving the or¬ 
der to launch Israel’s nukes at 
the major cities of the invad¬ 
ers causing the destruction 
by fire described in Psalm 83 
and Amos 1-2. Isaiah 17:1 
also tells us Damascus will 
cease from being a city and 
shall be reduced to “a ruin¬ 
ous heap.” Isaiah 17:14 tells 
us the battle will begin at 
“eveningtide” and be over 
by morning. The battle will 
take less than one day. The 
world will change forever in 
a handful of hours. 

Like a 
boxer pulling himself up by 
the ropes while his opponent 
is counted out, Israel is vic¬ 
torious but suffers an awful 
beating. Space pro¬ 

hibits me from discussing the 
rise of the Antichrist, which 
comes quickly after and be¬ 
cause of this battle, or the in¬ 
vasion of Ezekiel 38-39, the 
second battle between now 
and Armageddon, but it does 
look like God is passing on 
dessert in preparation for the 
glorious day of His return.

This time of year deer are 
craving salt and other min¬ 
erals. The bucks need this 
during the time when their 
antlers are growing and they 
will literally eat the dirt if it 
contains traces of these raw 
materials. I have also seen 
huge holes dug deep in the 
ground where the deer have 
pawed and scratched day af¬ 
ter day in order to reach any 
remnants that may be left. 
But it all happens within a 
small window of time. In fact, 
while they may dig for one 
small morsel in the spring 
and summer, they won’t even 
smell a salt block in the late 
fall and winter seasons. It’s 
pretty remarkable how com¬ 
plete the reversal really is 
and it’s one reason why in 
many states putting out salt 
for deer during the season is 
not illegal. It really doesn’t 
do any good unless your sea¬ 
son opens in August or early 
September. Kentucky is one 
of those seasons that do, so 
it is not unusual to see this 
scenario lived out as you sit 
in a tree stand. One time I 
remember watching a doe so 
intent to get a taste that she 
literally ignored anything or 
anybody that was near. Her 
head was so far down in a 
hole, I could have walked up 
on her and she would have 
never known it. But again, 
this window of time is short¬ 
lived. What occurs to me 
when I am reminded of this 
is how this short timeframe 
is not due to the lack of the 
mineral’s 


availability but to the deer’s 
lack of desire. The craving 
simply goes away. The desire 
that was once singularly fo¬ 
cused has now been satisfied 
- at least for a time. 

Desire is a strong 
emotion. It can get us in 
trouble or it can become the 
reason for our success. It 
can make us dependent and 
even addicted or it can keep 
us motivated toward great 
accomplishments. And just 
like my deer is toward salt, 
desire can be satisfied. Now 
one might say that just as 
the deer is drawn to the min¬ 
eral by his created design, we 
are drawn to our desires the 
same way. That is partially 
true because our body craves 
certain minerals at times as 
well. But those who believe 
in the Scriptures, believe 
that God designed man with 
more than a personality (be¬ 
cause animals have these), 
but with the very essence of 
God Himself. He made us in 
His image. This means that 
while our bodies may desire 
things to fulfill our created 
design, our spirit desires the 
things that fit into our Godly 
one. And what is amazing 
about these desires is while 
our physical body will one 
day die because of the lack of 
certain things; our spiritual 
one will never die. It will just 
be moved to another place 
and to another body - one 
that will be perfect for the 
person God has made each of 
us to be.
